for babies, says a physician.

will cure rickets, for 
example, 


when diet will not. It is a s-ieat 
preventative for all kinds of min- 
or ailments. It makes attacks cf 
major ailments less severe by 
building up tha child's vitality 
and resisting power. It is invalu- 
able in cases of tuberculosis. 


Ths sun is a great power'plant. 


It literally "charges the battery" 
of the child properly exposed to 
its rays.

ly the short, ultra-violet 
rays 


which do the work. They are most 
effective when the child is shielti- 
rrd as lit.'te as possible by imper- 
vious clothing.
